The Magiftraies and Inhabitants bf Lancafter County, Fifty-Jive Indians of 
feveral Nations, viz. of the Six Nations, Delawares, Shawonefe, Nanti- 
cokes, and Twightwees ; Conrad Weifer, Efq-, Interpreter for the Six Na¬ 
tion Indians ; Mr. Andrew Montour, Interpreter for the Shawonefe and 
Twightwees. . . 


A PROCLAMATION was tnade for Silencej and then a Commif- 
fion, in His Majefty’s Name, under the Great Seal of the Province, 
was read, conftituting the honourable Benjamin Shoemaker, Jofeph 
Turner, Thomas Hopkinfon, and William Logan, Efquirts, Commif- 
fioners to treat with thefe Indians ; and the Interpreter* was order’d to tell them 
the Purport thereof, and to bid them heartily welcome among their Brethren. 

I The Commiflioners having been informed that Scarrowyady, a Chief of the 
Oneido Nation, living at Ohio, was appointed Speaker for the Indians, but was 
fo much hurt by a Fall, that he was unable to attend; order’d the Interpreter 
lo tell them, that they condoled with them on this unfortunate Accident, but 
Sloped, as what they came to tranfadt was of a publick Nature, and well 
^own to them all, this would occafion no Delay. As the Government had 
| 1 iewn them great Indulgence, in granting them a Council at Lancajier, fo far 
from the ufual Place of Bufmefs, and in fo hot a Seafon, it was expeded they 
would not detain the Commiflioners, but deliver what they had to lay To¬ 
morrow Morning at Ten o’ Clock ; and further, to defire’they would ufe no 
jManner of Referve, but open their Hearts freely and fully, the Commiflioners 
jpromifing to treat them with the fame Freedom and Plainnefs.

T he Interpreter inform’d the Commiflioners, that Scarrvwyady ftill con¬ 
tinuing ill, and ujiable to attend, had deputed Andrew Montour to deli- 
liver his Speech, which the Indians defir’d might be receiv’d on their Behatf, 
the Subftance thereof having been deliberated upon, and fettled by them ui 
Council. 

The Commiflioners faying they had no Objeftion to this, Andrew Montour 
he was now going to ipeak for the Indians of the Six Nations, living at 

Ohio. 

Brethren, the Governor of Pennfylvania, and all the Governors of the great 
King of England, over the Seas ;

You have often fent preflTing Meffages to the Council Fire at Onondago, to 
igage in your Intereft as many of their Allies as they could influence ; Thefe 
Mefl&ges they have tranfmitted to us, defiring we would take all Opportuni- 
^ties of complying with your Requeft ; in Confequence whereof we have now 
the Plcafure to prefent to you fome of the Chiefs of the Nation, 

a large and powerful Tribe, living on Ouahache, a great River running into 
Ohio, who come as Deputies fent by the whole Nation, with a Requeft Aat 
you would be pleafed to admit them .into your Amity. We join with them 
in the Petition; take their Hands, and let them, together with ours, be lock’d 
clofe in yours, atid there held feft : We have opened unto you the Ocrafion 
of our Vifit 5 and to make it acceptable, we lay down this String of Wam¬ 
pum. 


Brethren, Osm, and all the King ofEn^A’s Governors, 

It will be neceflary to lay before you what has palTed between the Twiga- 
twees and us, previous to our coming here, that you may be fenfible of our 
Zeal for your Service, and of the ardent Delire of that Nation to enter mto 
your Alliance. 

Laft Fall they fent a Meflage addrefled to all the Tribes of Indians at Ohio 
and elfewhere, m Amity with the Englijh, which was delivered to the Shawo- 
nefe, as living the neareft to them, and by them communicated to us to this 

Effea. 


“ We, ^^Twightwees, are delirous to enter into the Chain of Friendlhip 
« with the Englijh ; and as you are the next to us of the Indians in their Al- 
** iiancCy we entreat you to fignify this our Defire to the other Indians^

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“ that you and they will open us a Council Road to the Englijh Govern- 
“ ments: Make it fo open and clear for us, that neither we, nor our 
“ Wives or Children, may hurt their Feet againft any Log or Stump; and 
“ when once you have cleafed a Road for us, we afliire you we will keep it 
" fo, and it fliall not be in the Power of Onontio to block up or obftrudt the 
“ PalTage. We fiirthe'r defire of you, that when you have cleared a Council 
“ Road for us to the Englijh, you, and the other Indians, will join your In- 
“ tereft to recommend us in the moft effedhial Manner to them to be admit- 
“ ted into their Chain.” Upon receipt of this Meffagc from the Iwight-wees, 
the following Anfwer was fent them. 

Brethren, the Twightwees, 

“ We received your String of Wampum exprclling your Defire to enter ip- 
“ to Friendfhip with our Brethren the Englijh, and praying our Afliftance 
“ to obtain this for you. We are glad you are in this Difpofition, and wou’d 
“ by all Means encourage you in it; but we are afraid left you Ihould have 
“ taken this Refolution too haftily. Are you Proof againft the Solicitations 
“ that the-Governor of Canada and his People will certainly ufe to engage 
“ your Adherence to him ? Can you withftand his Refentment ? Confider 
“ this well, left when we fhall have recommended you to our Brethren the 
“ Englijh, you fhou’d prove unfteady, and fo we fhou’d lofe their Efteem. 
“ Take, therefore, we urge you. Time to confider, and let us know your 
“ Mind, and we will give you all the Afliftance in our Power.” 

The Twightwees having received this Anfwer, fent in the Spring a fecond 
Meflage, addrefled to all the Indians on Ohio in Alliance with the Englijh, to 
this purport: 

Brethren, 

“ Our MelTage in the Fall was not fent rafhly or unadvifedly. We 
“ thought many Nights and Days of this Affair. We weighed every T^g 
“ well relating thereto before we took the Refolution of feekingthe Friend- 
“ ftiip of the Englijh, and we now repeat to you our AlTurances, that this 
“ Requeft docs not come from the Mouth only ; no, it comes from the H^rt, 
“ and is what we ardently wifh to accomplifh; and that we may not foil of 
“ Succefs, we defire your Afliftance, and that of all the Indians in the 
“ Englijh r.hain, to help us to obtain this Favour; and particularly we de- 
“ fire fome of you will go along with us, and prefent us to Onas." 

Brethren, 

We have now feithfiily related whatpaffed between the Twightwees aM us. 
We deliver over to you the Strings of Wampum which we received with their 
Meflages. Their Nation has fent thirty Beaver Skins, which we defire you 
would accept; and now be pleafed to hear what their Deputies have to fay. 

Here were laid down two Strings of Wampum, and 30 Beaver Skins. 

Then Andrew Montour acquainted the Commiflioners, that he was now 
going to be the Mouth of the Twigbtwee Deputies. 

Brethren, 

We prefent to you the Calumet Pipe, and pray we may be admitted to be¬ 
come a Link m your Chain of Friendfhip, and give you the ftrongeft Affu- 

rances, 
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ranees, if this Favour be granted to us, that we will keep it bright as long aS 
the Rivers run.

Brethren, 

We the Deputies of the 'twight’ifiees, have it in Charge further to tell you; 
that our Nation received a Calumet Pipe from fome of the Allies, conlifting 
of twelve Towns or Nations, with a Meflage to this Effedt: That they had 
A_a Report among them that we intended to folicit the Englijh to be received 
Aeir Friendfhip and Alliance: Thatiffuch Report was true, the|f deflred 
^tiecta acquaint them with our Succels, that they might apply for the lame 

- Favour, which they earneftly delire, and faid they would wait a Day and 

a Night for an Anfwer.| Then the Deputies offered another Pipe to the 
CommiffionerSjnot to keep, but that they might fpeak to it, and return it, with 
their Anfwer. 


Andrew Montour faid he was now going to refume the Speech of the Six 
Nation Indians at Ohio. 

Brethren! 

You have now heard the T'wightwees fpeak for themfelves. We heartily 
join with them in their Petition. They are numerous, and, tho’ poor, yet 
they are worthy of your Friendlhip, and, as fuch we moil: heartily recommend 
them to you by this Bundle of Skins. 

f Here they laid down a Bundle of Deer Skins. 

Brethren, 

We beg Leave befcH-e we conclude to become IntercelTors for the Sbawo- 
who have given you juft Caufe of Complaint. They have told us, that 
/ f ff, ■■ the Governor of Pennfyhania fent them a Letter fome Years ago, requiring 

^ them to confe down ; but being confeious they had adted wrong, they had de¬ 

lay’d hitherto to do it; and have taken this Opportunity of our coming, to 
make ufe of us ; deliring us to alk that for them which they dare not alk for 
themfelves j that isy That they may be receiv’d again into Favour, they ha¬ 
ving owned their Fault, and given us the ftrongeft Affurances of their better 
Behaviour for the future. Forgive us, therefore, if we entreat you wou’d be 
pleas’d to drop your Refentment; and however they have behav’d hitherto, 
we hope a Senle of your Goodnefs will prevail with them to become good 
and faithful Allies for the future. 

Gave a String of Wampum. 

Andrew Montour informing the Commiflioners he had delivered all that 
was given him in Charge to fay at prefent, the Indians withdrew.

T he Secretjuy having fettled-the Minutes of Yefttrday.-tiie fa^e were taken 
into Con^deration, and that Part thereof which relates to the Shawonefe 
not givkig the Comtniflioners Satisfedtion, Mr. Weijer was fent to Scarrowyady 
t® confult with him thereupon ; who retufn’d^ and inform’d dhe_Board^ that 
according to Order he had confulted with Scarrowyady, znA he, in thePfefence 
of Andrew Montour, deliver’d himfelf as follows : 

“-Neucbeconno, Keiewatebeiy, Sonatziowanab, znd Sequebetpn, Chiek ^of 
“ the: Shawonefe, novi^dt'zt'Allegheny, met in CrmnciL and addrefs'd them- 
“■'felves to the Delawares, andto the Six Nations on (Mice, in‘fhe fqllov^ing 
“ Manner ; ' 

Grand Fathers and Brethren, 

“ We the Shawonefe have been mifled, .and have carried on a private Cor- 
“ refpondence with the French, without letting you, or .our Brethren, the En- 
“ glijh, know of it. We travell’d fccretly thro’ the BufheS to Canada, znA 
“ the French promifed us great Things, but we find ourfelves deceiv’d. We ' 
“ are forry that we had any Thing tO do with them : We now find that we 
“ cou’d not fee, altho’ the Sun did foine; We earujpftly deiire y&S wou’d^-_ 
“ tercede with our Brethren,the Englfh, for us who are left,at Ohio, that we* 
“ may be'permitted to be reftor’d to the Chain of •Friendihip, and be Iqoked 
“ upon as heretofore th*fame Fl^t with them.» Thus far the SbawMefe * ” 


Whereupon the Indians of flie Six Nations, and the Delawares, having re¬ 
ceived thefe Affurances of their Concern for their part Behaviour, ^undertdok 
to become their Interceflbrs, and have brought along with them three of the 
principal Shawonefe, to make their Submiflions in Perfon#-

W E are concern’d that Sedrrowyady continues lb ill as not to be able to at¬ 
tend, but are pleas’d to hear he is in a fait Way of Recovery, and that 
he cou’d g'fvedhe necefiiy EiftruSpohs to Mr. Andrew Montour about the Bu-

are folly and truly exprefs’d in the Speeches deliver’d, and fliall therefore an-’ 
fwer the feveral Matters contain’d therein in the Order they were fpoke. 

Brethren of the Six Nations, and others, iiving at Ohio, 

It gives us no fmall SatisfoftioS to obferve the Regard you have fhewn to 
the Meffages fent you by the Governors of his Majefty’s Provinces, in en¬ 
deavouring to gain over -to His Majefty’s Intereft as many of your Allies as 
you cou’-d influence : This is agfeable to your Duty, and was recommended to 
you in a particular Manner by the Governor of this Province at the Cwn- 
mencement of the Frgnch War. As the ‘Pwighfuiees ftiew’d fo great an In¬ 
clination to enter into^our Friendlhip, and defir’d you to condud 3 iem hither, 
the Part you have Sifted on this Occafion was kind and prudent, and we think 
ourfelves oblig’d to you for encouraging them, and ftiewing them the Way. 

Our Approbation "of your donduSl is tejlijied by this String of Wampum.

As there is Reafon to think from the Manner in which the ’Ttetghtwees have 
made their Application for a Council Road to the EHgliJh Provinces, that it is 
not a fudden, or a hafty Step, but well confider’d by them, and may take its 
Rife from the different- Treatment which Indians of all Nations meet with 
at the Hands of the Englijk,_ from what they experience while in French 
Intpreft, w^re inclinable to think them fincere, and that when admitted in- 
.to;©ur Chai^ they will not lightly bre^k it. 

A Council Road to this Province is a Meafure which nearly concerns you, 
as it is 1 b be laid out thro’ ydtor Towns, and no doubt you have thought well 
of this, and conceive you may depend oh the Sincerity of their Profeflions, 
and that it may be for our mutual Benefit, or you wou’d not join with them 
in.making this Requeft. At your Inftance therefore, and from the Opinion 
we have of your Prudence and Integrity, we confent that fuch Road may be 
opened j and it may be depended on, that on our Parts it will always be kept 
clean ; not the leaft Obftrucftion fhall be fuffer’d to remain in it. In Confir- 
ma^on whereof 

, We give this String of Wampum. 

Brethren of the Twightwee Nation, 

At the Intercdffion of our good Friends and Allies the Six Nations, we 
have granted you a Council Road, whereby you have free Accefs to any 
of His Majefty’s Provinces; we a(jn^it you into our Friendlhip and Alli¬ 
ance, and therefore now call you Bret|jren, an Appellation which we hold 
facred, and in which is included every Thing that is dear. It obliges us to 
give j lu Afliftance on all Occaliens, to exercife unfeign’d l^edtion towards 
you, to take you into our Bofoms, to ufe our Eyes, and Ears, and Hands, as 
well for you, as for ourfelves. Nothing is put in^ompetition by zn Englijh- 
man with the Faith and Honour due to thofc whom our gracious King pleafes 
to take into his Protedaon, admit into his Chain'of Friendlhip, and make 
them our Fellow Subj^s : From that Moment they become our own Flelh 
and Blood, and what hurts them will equally hurt us. Do you, on your 
Parts, look upon this important Name of %ethren in the fame Light; You 
muft no more think of Onontid, ^d 1 ^ 'Children j all that fort of Relation- 
Ihip now ceafes; His Majefty’s Fjiends are your Friends, and His Majefty’s 

^ F.nemies 
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Enemies are Your Enemies. On thefc Conditions we accept your Calumet 
Pipe, and fliall lay it up very carefelly, that it ipay be always ready for Ufe 
when you and we come together. In Token of our Readinels to receive you 
in to our Chain of Friendfliip, we prefent you 

With this double Belt of Wampm, ^s an Emblem of our Union,. 

Brethren of the Twigthwee Nation, * 

We underftand that by an antient Cuftom obferv’d'by your Anceftors, the 
Delivery and Acodftance of Ae Calumet Pipe are the Ceremonies which 
render valid, and bind fall your Alliances : We muft now tell you what our 
Ulages are on thefe Occafiqns. The Englijh when th^ confent to take any 
Nation into their Alliance, draw up a Compadt in Writing, whi^ is faith¬ 
fully intepreted to the contrafting Parties, and when maturdy ^hSder’d, and 
clearly and fully underllood by each Side, their Affent is declSlf’d in the moll 
publick Manner, and the Stipulation render’d authentick by fealing the In- 
flroment with Seals, whereon are engraven their Families writing 

their Names,, and publilhing it as their Adt and Deed, done without Force 
or Conllraint, freely and voluntarily. This is the Englijh Method of rati¬ 
fying Treaties; this is the grand Security each gives of his Faith j and our 
Brethren of the Six Nations, the Delawares, Shawostefe^ and all other Indian 
Nations, when thw firfl enter’d into the Chain of Friendlhip with us, execu¬ 
ted Inllruments of this Nature ; and as you are now one People with us, in 
the fame Manner with all other of our Indian Allies, it will be expedled by 
this, and His Majelly’s other Governments, that you will do the fame. Fot 
your Satisfadlion we now Ihew you fome of the Deeds "that the Indians exe¬ 
cuted when they firll enter’d into our Alliance. » ' , 

Brethren, Deputies of the Twigtwees, 

You fay fome of your Allies having heard of your Intentions to apply for 
Admittance into the Friendlhip and Alliance with the Englijh, delired you 
to acquaint them with the Succefs of fujh Application, to the End that they 
might have an Opportunity ofalkihg the lame Favour. As’ we dop’t'knpw thq 
Names of thofe of your Allies, their Number-or Situation, we cannot be more 
particular at prefent on this Head, than to tell you, that we are always ready to 
receive favourably the Applications of all thofe whom our Brethren of theAx 
Nations lhall recommend as worthy of our Friendlhip and Regard. 

In I'efimony whereof we have wrapped a String <f Wampum round the 
Calumet Bipe fent by your Mlies. 

Brethren of the Six Nations, &c. at Ohio, 

You perceive that at your Requell we have received the ’Twightwees into 
our Friendlhip: We take kindly your condudling them to us'for that End; 
and as a Proof of our being well pleafed with ybur Condudl on this Occalion, 
we have ordered our Interpreter to deliver to you at Mr. Crogban’% fome 
Englijh Goods, that are l^ged there for the ufe of the Indians. 

Brethren, 

Your Interceflion for the Shawonefe^wts us under DifBculties. It is at lead 
two Years fince the Governor of Benmylvania wrote to Cackewatcheka a Let¬ 
ter, wherein he condefeended, out of regard to him, and a few other Shawo- 
neje, who preferved their Fidelity, to offer thofe who broke the Chain a Par¬ 
don on their Submiflion, on their Return to the Towns they had deferted, 

and 
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and on their coming down to Fltladelphia to evidence in Perfon die Sincerity 
of their Repentance. This they fliould have imitiediately complied with, 
an^ they would have readifv been admitt^ intB Favour; but as they did not 
doit, what can be laid fod diem? You who live among.l them beft know 
their Difpolitions, and wou’d not, it may be hoped, tecome Mediators for 
them, were you not perfyaded they wou’d return to their Duty. Some of 
them, it may be allowed, are ■wieak People, and were prevertcJ from their 
Diity by the PerfwSfipns of others >. Jiut this cannot be thought to be the Cafe 
Neucbeconno, and a few more. As therefore you have takih upon you the 
Office of Interceffors, take this String of Wampum, anc^herew kh chaftife 
Neucheconno and his Party in fuch Terms as fhall carry a primer Severity with 
them, tho’ the Exprelfions are left to your Diferetion; and then tell the delin¬ 
quent Sbawoneje, that we will fojrget what is pafs’d, and e.vpeft a more 
punftual totfieir Engagements hereafter. ’

The Commilfioners gave a handfome Entertainment to the Deputies of the 
Twightwefs, and the Indians who condudied them from Ohio, and after Din¬ 
ner enter’d into a ffee^Converfation with them about the Numbers and Situa¬ 
tion of their Towns, and thoft of their Allies ; and by their . Informations it 
appears that the River Ouahache takes its Rife from a Lake at a fmall Diftance 
Uirom die Weft-End of Lake Erie, from which it runs South Wefterly four 
or 500 Miles, and falls into the O&b, about diree hundred Miles from the 
Mijfiffippi ■, that on this River, and another River call’d the ' Hatchet, the 
‘F'wightwees and their Allies have twenty Towns, and that they count One 
Thoufand fighting Men;‘that it is a plain- Country, and of a rich Soil, aboun¬ 
ding with Game.. The principal Deputy of the Fwightwees laid down with 
ChSkthe Gourfes of the of Ouaidche a.iiA of Ohio, marking the 

Situation of their own Towns, of Lake Erie, znd of two Forts that the French 
have on the Mifijjippi ; whereby it is manifeft, that if theft Indians and their 
Allies prove ftithfril to the Englijh, the French will be depriv’d of the moft 
convenient and neareft Communicadon with their Fotts on the MifiJJippi, 
the >rea(^ Road lying thro’ their Natiofts; and that there will be nothing to 
inteipipt' an Jntercourfe between this Province and that great River.

Taminy Buck, otfe of the Qdefs of the Shawonefe, flood up, and fpoke as 
follows : 

Brethren, 

W E, the Shawonefe, fenfible of our ungrateful Returns for the many Fa-, 
vours we have been all along receiving from our Bret^en the En- 
gUJh, ever fince we firft made the Chain of Friendfliip, came along the 
Road with our Eyes looking down to the Earth, and have not taken them 
from thence till this Morning, when you were pleafed to chaftife us, and then 
pardon us. We have been a foolifh People, and afted wrong, tho’ the Sun 
fhone bright, and Ihew’d us very clearly what was our Duty. We are forry 
for what we have done, and promife better Behaviour for the future. We 
produce to you a Certificate of the Renewal of our Friendfhip in the Year 
1739 by the Proprietor and Governor. Be pleafed to fign it afrefh, that it 
may appear to the World we are now admitted into your Friendfhip, and all 
former Crimes are buried, and intirely fbrgot. 


The Commiflioners receiv’d the Deed, but refiifed to fign it, letting them 
know they were forgiven on Condition of better Behaviour for the ftiture ; 
and when they fh^ have performed that Condition, it will be time enough 
to apply -for fuch 'Teftimonials. Orders were givfjn for mending their Guns 
and Hatchets, and then the Twightwees were told that the Secretary tfras pre¬ 
paring an Inftrument for rendering authentick our Treaty of Friendfhip with 
them, which wou’d be read]^ at Nine o’ Clock in the Morning, to which 
Time the Commiflioners adjourn’d.

T he Infhument and Counterpart having be^n prepar’d and approv’d by 
the Commiflioners, the Contents thereof were read, and carefully In¬ 
terpreted to, and approv’d by the Indians, and then they were executed by 
the Commiflioners, and the three Deputies of the Twigjjftwees, the^ther In¬ 
dians mention'd therein figning »s Witnefles, together with the Magiftrates 
anti Inhabitairts prefent. 

The Commiffioners then enquired if the Indians had, any particular News 
to communicate, and, after fome Time fpent in Conference, Suchraquery 
Ipokc as follows :

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The Indians of the feveral Nations, living at Ohio, return you Thanks 
for your Acceptance of their good Offices in conducting the T’lvightwees, and 
, admitting them into your Alliance ; likewife for your Goodnefs in accepting 
'^^^eir Mediation on Behalf of the Shawonefe, and thereupon forgiving their 
late Breach of Faith. Our new Brethren the T'wightwees tell us, that they 
have brought a few Skins to begin a Trade, and they delire you will be 
^^jleafed to order the Traders to put lefs Stones into their Scales, that their

Skins may weigh more, and that they may allow a good Price for them^ 
which will encourage them and their Nation to trade more largely with you.

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The Commiffioners informed the Indians, that there was likely to be a 
Peace between the King of England and the, French King j that the News 
was but juft arriv’d, and imperfectly told j but that there was actually a Cef- 
lation of Arms. The Indians making no Reply, the Commiffioners, after 
ordering a Prefent to the Fwightwee Deputies, rofe, and put an End to the 
Treaty. 
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
